And almolt 
all things are by the law purged with blond ; and with- 
out ſhedding of bloud is no remiſſion. [t was theretore 
neceſſary that the patterns of things in the heavens 
ſhould be purified with theſe ; but the heavenly thing

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at entred into the holy places made with hands, which 
arethe figures of the true, but into heaven it ſelf, now to 
r in the preſenceof God for us 3 nor yet that he

And ye ſhall ſay unto the 
g00d-man of the houſe, The maſter faith unto thee, 
Whereis the gueſt-chamber, where I ſhall eat the pailo- 
ver with my diſciples? And he ſhall ſhew you a large up- 
per room furniſhed ; there make ready. And they went, 
and found as he had ſaid unto them:and they made rea- 
dy the paſſover. And when the hour was come, he fat 
down,and the twelveApoſtles with him. And he ſaid unto 
| them, 
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them, With deſireI havedefſired to eat this paſſover with 
you before 1 ſufter. For ſay -unto you,l will not any mor 
eat thereof until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. Ang 
he took the cup,and gave thanks,and faid, Take this, and 
divide it among yourſelves.

ſtament in my bloud, which is ſhed for you. But behold, 
the hand of him that betrayeth me,is with me onthetz 
ble. And truly the Son of man goeth asit was determined: 
but wo unto that man by whom he1s betrayed. And they 
began toenquire among themſelves,which of themitms 
that ſhould do this thing. And there was allo a ſtrife a 
mong them, which ofthem ſhould be accounted the gree- 
teſt. And he ſaid untothem, The kings of theGentilesex. 
erciſe lordſhip over them,and they that exerciſe author. 
ty upon them are called benefactours. But ye ſhall not 
beſo; but he that is greateſt among you, let him be 
the younger ; and he that is chief, as he that doth ſerve 
For whether is greater, he that ſitteth at meat; or he that 
ſerveth? 1s not he that fitteth at meat ? But I am amon? 
you as he that ſerveth. Ye are they which have contin 
ed with me in my temptations. And I appoint unto you 
kingdom,as my Father hath appointed unto me; that ye 
may eat and drink at my table in my kingdom,and ſito 
thrones,judging the twelve tribes of Iſrael.

And he 
was withdrawn from them about a ſtones caſ(t,and kneel- 
ed down, and prayed, ſaying, Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me : nevertheleſs, not my will, 
but thine be done. And there appeared an angel unto 
him from heaven, {{rengthening him. And being in an 
agony, he prayed more earneſtly ; and his ſweat was as 
it were great drops of bloud falling down to the ground. 
And when he roſe up from prayer, and was come to his 
. diſciples, he found them ſleeping for ſorrow, and ſaid 
unto them, Why ſſeepye ? riſe and pray, leſt ye enter 
into temptation. And while he yet ſrake, behold a mul- 
titude, and he that was called Judas, one ofthe twelve, 
went before them, and drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs him. 
But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeit thon the Son of 
man with a kiſs ? When they who were about him ſaw 
what would follow, they ſaid unto him, Lord, ſhall 
we [mite with the ſword ? And one of them ſinote the 
ſervant of the high prieſt, and cut offhis right ear. An.l 
Jeſus anſvered and faid,Suffer yethus far. And he tonch- 
ed his ear, and healed him. Then Jeſiis ſaid unto the 
chief prieſts and captains of the temple, and the elders 
who were come to him,Be ye come out asagainſt a thiet, 
with ſwords and ſtaves ? When was daily with you in 
the temple, ye ſtretchedTorth no hands againſt me : but

"Then took 
they him, and led him, and brought him into the high 
prieſts houſe, and Peter followed afar oft. And when they 
had kindled a fire m the midſt of the hall, and were{@ 
down together, Peter fatdown among them.But a certain 
maid beheld khim,as he fat by the fire, and earneſtly look. 
ed upon him,and ſaid, "This man was alſo with him. And 
he denied him, ſaying, Woman, I know him not. And af. 
ter a little while another ſaw him,and ſaid, Thou art al 
ofthem. And Peter ſaid, Man I am not. And about the 
ſpaceof one hour after,another confidently affirmed,fay. 
ing,Ofa truth this fellow alſo was with him;for he is aGa. 
lilean.And Peter ſaid, Man I know not what thou fayeit, 
And immediately while he yet ſpake,the cock crew.And 
the Lorc turned, and looked upon Peter; and Peter re- 
membred the word of the Lord, how he had ſaid unto 
him, Before the cock crow,thou ſhaltdeny me thrice And 
Peter went out and wept bitterly. And the men that held 
Jeſus mocked him, and {mote him.

And he ſaid unto them, Yelay 
thatIam. And they ſaid, What need we any further wit 
neſs? for we our felves have heard of his own mouth.

N this that I declare unto you, I praiſe you not ; that 


you come together not for the better, but for the 
worle, 
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"ie. For firſt of all, when ye come together in the 
Church, I hear that there be diviſions among you, and [ 
qarly believe it. For there muſt be alſo herefies among 
\ that they that are approved,may be made manifelt 
qmong you. When ye come together thereforeinto one 
ace, this isnot to eat the Lords ſupper : For in cating, 
xery,one taketh before other his own ſupper : and one 
$ungry, and another is drunken. What, have ye not 
houſesto cat and to drink in ? or deſpiſe ye the Church 
of God, and ſhame them that have not? What ſhall [ 
fy to you ? ſhall I praiſe you inthis? I praiſe you nor. 
ry [ have received of the Lord that which alſo 1 deli- 
rered unto you, That the Lord Jeſus, the ſame night 
n which he was betrayed, took bread; and when he had 
riven thanks, he brake it, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is my 
body, which 1s broken for you : this do in remembrance 
of me. After the ſame manner alſo he took the cup when 
he had ſupped, ſaying, This cup 1s the New Teſtament 
nmy bloud: this do ye as oft as ye drink it, in remem- 
branceofme. For as often as ye cat this bread,and drink 
ths cup, ye do ſhew the Lords death till he come. 
Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall eat this bread, and drink 
ths cup of the Lord unworthily, ſhall be guilty of the 
body and bloud of the Lord, But let a man examine 
himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. For he that cateth and drinketh unworthily, 
ateth and drinketh damnation to him{#lf, not diſcern- 
ng the Lords body. For this canſe many are weak 
addfickly among you, and many flecp. For if we would 
Judge our ſelyes, we ſhould not be jadged, But when 
weare Judged, we are chaſtened ofthe Lord, that we 
ſhould not be condemned with the world: Wherefore, 
my bre:hren, when ye come together tocat, tarry one 
franother, And if any man hunger, let him eat at home; 
that ye come not together unto condemnation. And the 
cit will L ſet in order y-l1ca 1 come. 
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The Goſpel. $. Luke 23.1. 
"He whole multitude of them aroſe,and led him uy 

Pilate. And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, W; 
found this fellow perverting the nation, and forbiddi 
to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, that he himſelfis Chit 
a King. And Pilate asked him, ſaying, Art thou the King 
ofthe Jews? And he anſwered him, and faid, Tha 
ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chief prieſts, and ty 
the people, I find no fault in this man. And they wer 
the more fierce,ſaying, He ſtirreth up the people, teach. 
ing throughout allJewry, beginning from Galilee, tothi 
place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man werea Galilean. Andas ſoon as he knew tha 
he belonged unto Herods juriſdiction, he ſent himto He. 
rod, who himſelfwas alſo at Jeruſalem at that time And 
when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was exceeding glad,for hewas 
defirous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard 
many things of him,and he hoped to have ſeen ſomeMi. 
racle done by him. Then he queſtioned with him in ma. 
ny words ; but he anſwered him nothing And the chiel 
prieſts 6 ſcribes ſtood *% vehemently accuſed him. And 

Herod with his men of war ſet him at nought,& mocked 

him,and arayed him in a gorgeous robe,and ſent hima- 

gain to Pilate. And the ſarne day Pilate and Herod wete 
made friends together ; for before they were at enmity 
between themſelves. And Pilate when he had called to- 
gether the chief prieſts, and the rulers, and the people, 
{:1d unto them, Ye have brought thisman unto me,asone 
that perverteth the people,8& behold, | having examined 
him before you, have found no fault in this man touching 
thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: No, nor yet Herod: 
for I ſent you to him, and lo, nothing, worthy of death 
is done unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and re- 
leaſe him. For of neceſſity he muſt releaſe one unto them 
at the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Aw) 
with this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas : (who for 


a certain ſedition made in the city, and for murder 
(as 
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was caſt in priſon) Pilate therefore willing to releaſe 
[eſus, ſpake again to them. But they cried, ſaying, 
Crucifie him, crucifie him. And hefaid unto themthe 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done ? I have found 
no cauſe of death in him : I will therefore chaltiſe him, 
andlet him go. And they were inſtant with loud voices, 
requiring that lie may be crucified : And the voices of 
them, and ofthe chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave 
entence, that it ſhould be as they required. And he re- 
leaſed rinto them, him that for ſedition and murder was 
caſt into priſon, whom they had defired; but he de- 
livered Jeſus to their will. And as they led him away, 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming 
out of 'the Countrey, and on him they laid the croſs, 
that he might bear it after Jeſiis. And there followed 
him a great company of people, and of women, 
whoalſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jefusturn- 
ing unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for your ſelves, and for your chil- 
dren, For behold, the days are coming, in which they 
ſhall ay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that ne- 
verbare,and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then ſhall 
they begin to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us ;and tothe 
hills, Cover us. For if they do theſe things in a green tree, 
what ſhall be done in the dry ? And there were alſo two 
othermalefaCtors led with him tobe put to death. And 
when they were come tothe place which is calledCalva- 
ry, there they crucified him ; and the malefaCtors, one 
on the right hand, and the other on the left. Then ſaid 
Jeſus, Father, forgive them,for they know not what they 
0, And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And the 
people ſtood beholding 3 and the rulers alſo with them 
derided him, ſaying, he ſaved others, let him ſave'him- 
{el}, if he be Chriſt the choſen of God. And the ſouldiers 
alſomocked him, coming to him, and offering him vine- 
(and faying, If thou be the king of the Jews, ſave thy 
«lf. And a ſuperſcription alſo was written oyer uw 
etters 
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letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THF 
KING OF- THE JEWS. And one of the malefactours 
which were hanged, railed on him, ſaying, If thoube 
Chriſt, fave thy ſelfand us. But the other anſwering, 
rebuked him, ſaying, Doſt -not thou fear God, ſeeing 
thou art in the ſame condemnation ? And we indeed 
juſtly; for we receive the due reward of our deeds, 
but this man hath done nothing amiſs. And he faid un- 
toJeſus, Lord, remember me when thou comelſt into 
thy kinzdom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily I fay 
unto thee, T'o day ſhalt thou be with me in paradiſe, 
And it was about the ſixth hour. And there was a dark- 
ne{sover all theearth until the ninth hour. And the ſun 
was darkned, and the vail of the temple was rent in the 
midſt And when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, he 
ſaid, Father, into thy hands I commend my ſpirit : and 
having faid thus, he gave up the ghoſt. Now when 
the centurion ſaw what was done, he glorified God, 
ſaying,Certainly this was a rightevus man. And all the 
people that came together to that ſight, belolding 
the things that were done, ſmote their breaſts, and re- 
turned. And all his acquaintance, and the. women that 
foilowed him from Gali'ce, ſtood afar off, beholding 
thete things.

TE law having a ſhadow of good things to come, 

and not the very image of the things, can never 
with thoſe facnfices which they offered year by year 
continually, make the comers thereunto perfeCt : for 
then would they not have ceaſed to be offered; becauſe 
that the worſhippers once purged, ſhould have had no 
more conſcience of ſins. But in thoſe ſacrifices there is 
aremembrance again made of finsevery year. For it is 
not poſſible that the blond of bulls and of goats ſhould 
take away fins: Wherefore when he cometh into the 
world, he faith, Sacrifice and offering thon wouldefſt not, 
but a body haſt thou prepared me : In burnt- offerings 
and ſacrifices for ſin thou haſt had nopleaſure : then ſai 
|, Lo, I come ( in the volume ofthe book it is-writteri of 
me) todo thy will, O God. Above, when he ſaid, Sa- 
cmhceand offering, and burnt- offerings, and offering for 
ln thou wouldeſt not, neither hadſt pleaſure therein, 
which are offered by the law : Then faid he, Lo, I come 
todo thy will, © God. He taketh away the firſt; that 
he mayeſtabliſh the ſecond. By the which Will we are 
knttihed, through the offeting of the Body. of Jeſhs 
H 2 Chrilt 
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Chriſt once for all. And every. prieſt ſtandeth ds; 
miniſtring, and offering often times the ſame ſacrif 
which can never take away fins. But this man after he 
had offered one ſacrifice for ſins, for ever ſat down 
the right hand of God ; from henceforth expeCting til 
his enemies be made his foot-ſtool. For by one ofteri 
he hath perfeted for ever them that are fanCtified: 
Whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us : Foraf. 
ter that he had ſaid before, . This is the covenant that] 
will make with them after thoſe days, faith the Lord, 
I will put my laws into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them; and their fins and iniquities will [ 
remember no more. Now where remiſfton of theſeis, 
there isno more offering for ſin. Having therefore, bre. 
thren, boldneſs to enter into the holieſt by the bloud of 
Jeſus, by a new and living way, which he hath conſe- 
crated for us, through the vail, that is to ſay, his fleſh; 
and having an high Prieſt over the houſe of God; [kt 
us draw near with a true heart, in full aſſurance of faith, 
having our hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, and 
our bodies waſhed with pure water. Let us hold alt 
the profeſſion of our faith without wavering: ( for he 
is faithful that promiſed ) And let us conſider one ano- 
ther to provoke unto love, and togood works; not for- 
ſaking the aſſembling of our ſelves together, as the mar- 
ner of ſome is; but exhorting one another : and ſo much 
the more, as ye {ee theday approching.

Pi therefore took Jeſis, and ſcourged him. And 
the ſouldiers platted a crown of thorns, and putit 
on his head,and they put on him a purple robe, and ſaid, 
Hail, king of theJews : and they ſmote him with their 
hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, and faithun- 
to them, Behold, I bring him forth to yon, that ye may 
know thatI find no faultin him. Then came ]eſus forth 
wearing the crown of thorns, and the purple robe. And 
Pilate ſaith unto them, Behold the man, When - 
| chi 
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chief prieſts therefore and officers ſaw him, they cried 
out, faying, Crucifiz him, crucifie him. Pilate faith 
antothem, Take ye him and crucifie him : for I find 
1faultin him, The Jews anſwered him, We have a 
Law, and by our law he ought to die, becauſe he made 
timſelf the Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard 
that faying, he was the more afraid ; and went again 
into the judgment-hall, and faith unto Jeſus, Whence 
art thou ? But Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then faith 
Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto me? knowelt 
thou not that I have power to crucifie thee, and have 
power to releaſe thee ? Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
have no power at all againſt me, except it were given 
thee from above : therefore he that delivered me unto 
thee hath the greater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate 
ſought to releaſe him : but the Jews cried out, ſaying, 
If thou let this man go, thou art not Cefars friend: Who- 
ſoever maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. 
When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he brought Je- 
ſusforth, and fat down in the judgment-ſeat, ina place 
that is called the pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gab- 
batha. And it was the preparation of the Paſſover, and 
| about the ſixth hour : And he ſaith unto the Jews, Be- 
| hold yourking, But they cried out, Away with him, 
| awaywith him, crucifie him. Pilate ſaith unto them, 
Shall I crucifie your king ? the chief prieſts anſwered, 
Wehaveno king but Celar. Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be crucified : And thev rook |e- 
{us and led him away. And he bearing his croſs, went 
forth into a place called the place of a cull, which is 
alled in the Hebrew, Golgotha : Where they crucified 
him, and two other with him, on either ſide one, and 
ſefusin the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, and pt it 
"the croſs. And the writing was, ] ESUS OF N A- 
LARETH THEKING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the Jews : For the place 
Wiere Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it 
H 3 was 
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was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin, Then 
ſaid the chief prieſt of the Jews ta Pilate, Write not, 
The king of the Jews; but that he ſaid, | am the king 
of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I have written 
I have written, Then the ſoldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus,took his garments, (and made four parts, 
to every ſoldier a part ) and alto his coat : now the 
coat was without ſeam, woven from the top through. 
out, They ſaid therefore among themſelves, Let us not 
rend it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it ſhall be ; that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, which faith, They parted 
my raiment among them, and for my velture they did 
caſt lots. . 'Theſe things therefore the ſoldiers did. Now 
there ſtood by the crofs of Jeſus, his mother, and his 
mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and May 
Magdalen. When Jeſus therefore ſaw his mother, and 
the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he faith unto 
his mother, Woman, behold thy Son. "Then ſaith heto 
the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour 
that diſciple took her unto his own home. Aﬀer this 
Jeſus knowing that all things were now accompliſhed, 
that the Scripture might be tulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt. Now 
there was ſet a veſſel full of vineger : and they filled a 
ſpunge with vineger and put it upon hyflop, and putit | 
to his mouth. When Jelus therefore had received the | 
vineger, he ſaid, Ir is finiſhed : And he bowed his head, 
and gave up the Ghoſt. The Jews therefore, becaute it | 
was the preparation, that the bodies ſhould not reman | 
upon the croſs on the ſabbath-day (for that ſabbath-day 
was an high day ) beſought Pilate that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might be taken away. Then 
camethe ſoldiers, and brake the legs of the firſt, and 
of the other which was crucitied with him. But when 
they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs. But one of the ſoldiers with 
a ſpear pierced his fide, and forthwith came thereol!

Now the 
next day that followed the day of the preparation, the 
chief prieſts and Phariſees came together unto Pilate, 
ſaying, Sir, we remember that that deceiver ſaid, while 
he was yet alive, After three days I will riſe again. Com- 
mand therefore that the ſepulchre be made ſure until the 
third day, leſt his diſciples come by night and ſtealhim 
away,and ſay unto the people, He is riſen from the dead: 
ſo the laſt errour ſhall be worſe then the firſt. Pilate ſaid 
unto them, Ye have a watch,go your way,makeit as ſure 
as you can. So they went and made the ſepulchre ſure, 
ſealing the ſtone, and ſetting a watch.

And they faid unto him, Con- 
ceming Jeſs of Nazareth, who was a prophet mighty 
ndeedand word, before God and all the people : And 
how the chief prieſts, and our ruters delivered him to be 
condemned to death, and have crucified him. But we 
truſted that it had been he, who ſhould have redeemed 
lIrael: And befide all this, to day is the third day ſmce 
theſe things were done. Yea, and certain women alſo 
of our company macſe ns aſtoniſhed, who were early at 
the ſepulchre; and when they found not his body, they 
came, laying, that they had alſo feen a viſion of angels, 
wich faid that he was alive. And certain of them who 
Kerewith us, went to the ſepulchre, and found it even 
oas the women had ſaid ; but him they faw not. Then 
beſaid unto them, O fools, and ſlow of heart to believe

all that the prophets have ſpoken! ought not Chrift 
have ſuffered theſe things, and to enter into his glow? 
And beginning at Nioſes, and all the prophets, he ex. 

nnded unto them in all the Scriptures the things con. 

And they drew nigh unto the village 
whither they went ; and he made as though he would 
have gone further. But they conſtrained him, ſaying 
Abide with us, for it is towards evening, and the day i 
far ſpent. And he went in to tarry with them. And it came 
to paſs, as he ſat at meat with them, he took bread 
and bleſſed it, and brake and gave to them. And thei 
eyes were opened, and they knew him, and he vaniſhed 
out of their ſight. And they ſaid one to another, Did 
not our heart burn within us, while he talked withy 
by the way, and while he opened to us the Scriptures? 
And they roſe up the ſame hour, and returned to [e 
ruſalem, and found the eleven gathered together, and 
them that were with them, ſaying, The Lordis riſenin- 
deed, and hath appeared to Simon: And they told what 
things were done in the way, and how he was known df 
them in breaking of bread.
